ARRL President: H.R. 1301 
is All About Fairness 


The push is on to convince Congress to pass 
The Amateur Radio Parity Act of 2015 -- H.R. 
1301, which was introduced in the US House 
early this month with bipartisan support and 
now has 22 cosponsors. The full text of the bill 
now is available. If approved and signed by 
President Obama, the measure would direct 
the FCC to extend its rules relating to 
reasonable accommodation of Amateur 
Service communications to private land use 
restrictions -- also known collectively as "deed 
covenants, conditions, and restrictions" or 
CC&Rs. In the March issue of the ARRL 
Legislative Update, ARRL President Kay 
Craigie, N3KN, said the bill is "simple and 
sensible," and she urged all radio amateurs -- 
whether or not they are affected by CC&Rs -- 
to join the effort to gain cosponsors for the 
measure. A regularly updated H.R. 1301 
page on the ARRL website includes key 
"talking points" and other information for 
Amateur Radio delegations or individuals to 
use when approaching US House members for 
their support.
